I would most respectfully ask your consideration to the excessive heat in the Engine 
Room, asking that some method may be adopted as will reduce the temperature so that the 
difficulty of heated bearings on the Engines, Shafting &c. may be overcome. The temperature as 
marked by the thermometer is, and has been during this week 119°, which you will perceive is 
almost unbearable. I would suggest that Blowers be located in the Engine Room to overcome the 
present difficulty.
